Still Far in Future 


It will be a long time before 
a new highway is built through 
San Gorgonio pass, E. Q. Sulli­ 
van, division engineer for the 
state highway commission, in ­ 
formed Desert Associates in a let­ 
ter received last week. The mes­ 
sage was in reply to action taken 
by the organization two weeks 
ago at a meeting at Palm Desert. 
At that time the Associates 
adopted a resolution asking the 
state to speed action on elim i­ 
nation of the bottleneck at Ban­ 
ning, citing num erous week ends 
when the tie-up w as so great 
th at traffic could not get through 
to the desert without long delays. 


SULLIVAN'S LETTER acknow­ 
ledged receipt of the Associates 
resolution and 
replied th at it 
might he several years before the 
improvement w as put on the 
budget. 
Associates were hopeful, how­ 
ever. that action could be speeded 
on the Important link as traffic 
on Highways 60-70-99 is increas­ 
ing steadily and traffic jam s are 
becoming more frequent. 


THE STATE HIGHWAT com­ 
mission has had the San Gor­ 
gonio road re alignm ent under 
study for some time but has not 
yet selected the route it will take 
through Pass cities. 
In Banning a move is under 
w ay to retain the present route 
along Ramsey street for the high­ 
way. The state plan, however, 
calls for a much wider highway 
and the cost of building set back 
along Ramsey would be prohibi­ 
tive, it w as said. 
Hearings have been promised 
Banning interests on the route 
through th a t city. 


IN THE MEANTIME, Associ­ 
ates are planning to continue 
pressing for early action on the 
new highway. 
Instances of traffic tie-ups dur­ 
ing the past season in which long 
delays were occasions and auto­ 
mobiles were stalled for miles 
were cited at the meeting.

Residents with experience in the community s 
needs should be consulted. Let’s get the improvements 
just as soon as possible but, above all, let’s get them right.

venient but was impassable dur­ 
ing washouts, causing hardship 
to the "fastest growing commu­ 
nity” in the desert. 


HE FURTHER BROUGHT in the 
aspect of the tramway, which 
when completed, would need a 
much better located station, and, 
according to his clients’ way of 
thinking, Garnet was the answer. 
After a verbal barrage by At­ 
torney Carr, it was decided that 
the only point in question was 
whether or not there should be 
an open station located by the 
railroad 
at 
Garnet 
and 
not 
whether the station should be 
moved there from the present 
site. 
Showers admitted that the date 
of the hearing had taken the 
entire group by surprise and that 
a complete case had not been 
totally prepared. Huls offered a 
continuance at a later date if 
desired and the attorney stated 
it might be wise to do so "for 
a period of 90 days."

Joseph C. O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming, chairman of the

T he last 
big probe of lobbying was made by 
Sen. Hugo Black of Alabama, now
